QUARTERS, March 21, (Dispatch to 
The London Daily Chronicle.}—For sev- 
eral days now I have been going with 
the. advancing British troops into the 
towns, villages, and country abandoned 
by the Germans im their retreat. They 
have. ruined dll the roads, opening vast 
craters in them, and have broken all 
their bridges, but the British have been 
wonderfully quick in making their way 
over these gaps, and this morning I 
actually motored over the German 
trenches at Roye, zifzagging over this 
maze of ditches.and dugouts by bridges. 
After nassing the area of shell fire on 
the British side and. the German, the 
field of shell craters. the smashed barns 
and houses and churches, the tattered 
tree trunks, the great. belts of barbed 


wire, one comes to a country where the 
\8rass grows again and where the fields 


are smooth and rolling, and where the 
woods will be clothed with foliage when 
Spring comes to the world again. Ger- 
wan sentry boxes still stand at the cross 
roads, German notice boards stare at 
one from cottage walls or whefe the 
villages begin. 

* Scattered about the fields are crosses 
on German graves. Thousands of coils 
of barbed wire lie about in heaps, for 
the Germans relied 4 great deal upon 
this means of defense, end in many 
Places are piles of shells which they 
have not removed. Gunpits and ma- 
chine gun .emplaceéments and screens 
to hide from: view. The observation 
posts built in the tall trees remain as 


two back from the front lines. 

But behind the trenches are two towns 
and villages in which they had their rest 
billets, and it is in these places that 
one sees the spirit and temper ,of the 
men whom the British are fi phthig.

and all their little 4 and all their 
orchards. At Bethonvi ers this morn- 
ing, to name only one village eut. of 
porn I saw how each house was marked. 
with a white cross before it was gutted 
with fire. The cross of ‘Christ was used 
to mark the work of the devil, for truly 
it has been the devil’s work. 

Even if we t that the destruction. 
of houses in the wake of retreat is the 
recognized crustts of war there are 
other things I have seen which are not 

pardonable, even of that damnable code 
of morality.

THE STATE POLICE BILL. 

The close vote, 26 to 24, by which 
the Mills State Constabulary bill was 
passed by the Senate, ‘ts @ discredit 
te the courage “and the patriotism of 
that body. In ordinary circumstances 
the value and necessity of such a 
force are plain. In the present cir- 
cumstances, its value and necessity 
are doubly plain. It is a part of the 
preparediess of the State. It is 
meant not only to serve the ordinary 
purposes of a rural police, but to re- 
lieve the National Guard in the pro- 
tection of public works. 

Moreover, by withdrawing strike 
duty from the National Guard, a 
work which it is reluctant to perform, 
recruiting in that body is stimulated. 
The passage of the bill was urged not 
merely for the protection of the rural 
regions of the State, but as a part of 
preparedness. ‘Will It be believed that 
a Republican: Senator, Mr. Gravzs of 
Buffalo, in whose district labor organ- 
izations are strong, had the coolness 
to warn the Senate of “ the dangers 
of militarism ” and to assert that the 
establishment of a State Police wéuld 
be “ an insult to every loyal citizen of 
the State "? o? 

“There ‘speaks the voice, meekly 
obeyed by too .many Senators, of 
organized labor. The labor leaders 
opposed this bill, as they opposed its 
‘predecessor last year: It:-was “a 
eae ‘about the peck of organized 

“Jabor.” It was “ legalized thuggery.” 
Is the reserved right to riot undis- 
turbed sosprecious in the sight of the 
labor chiefs? 

To satisfy er appease the labor 
organizations, the bill was amended 
so that the force can be called from 
rural communities into the cities only 
upon certification of the local au- 
thoritieg that a disturbance is past 
their: control, or at the order of the 
Governor. The sop was offered in 
vain. ‘The mandate of organized 
labor went forth. Twenty-four mem- 
bers of the Senate cared more for the

order of the State and for; a valuable 
adjunct te preparedness. It is not a 
time to mince words. ‘The course of 
those Senators merits sharp censure. 
_The arguments for a State Con- 
stabulary de not need to be repeated. 
The Mills bill appropriates $500,000 
\for a State Police,of four troeps of 
forty-five men, their officers, a Super- 
intefdent, and a Deputy 
ent. It is unfortunate that the mem- 
bers of the force are not placed under 
the civil service rules. Amendments 
subjecting them to those rules were 
killed by the Senate last week. Too 
+many politicians cling to the eutworn 
spoils theory, and cannot ‘recon- 
ciled to the best of bills unless they 
can get “ politics ” into it. It is to 
be hoped that the civil service pro-

In retiring, the Germans have, of 
course, made the battlefield as dif- 
ficult as possible for the British, and 
now they are trying to give (he im- 
pression that that in itself is a great 
feat, one worth retiring for. But 
what was the matter with the old 
battlefield? Obviously the matter 
with it was that the British would 
not let them stay in it. The German

Are the Steel Corporation’s profits 
a horrible ple. of capitalism? Or 
are they +k cee of what it would 
be in the country’s interest to en- 
courage? “They are so marked that 
they should; prove something. One 
thing is sure, the profits have not 
been made by the exploitation of 
either wage earners or trade com- 
petitors. 

The corporatioh is a bigger idea than 
those who conceived it were aware of, 
and they: were not meh of small ideas. 
They thought they could count upon 
profits of $100,000,000 annually, Here 
is an income at the rate of $48.46 
on' the common shares, or $246,312,-. 
053. That attests, the value of the 
idea of integrating an industry, of 
concentrating within a single economic 
unit all the profits from the ground 
to the ultimate consumer. It seems 
simple, ‘after the demonstration. Yet 
tt is necessary to recall the obloquy 
poured upon those who conceived it, 
and the anxieties through which they 
passed when they did rot earn even 
the preferred dividend. “Now there is 
a chance of a dividend in dull times 
on the common from investments 
alone. Is that excessive reward for 
the work accomplished? A hint of a 
fair answer may be gathered by ask- 
ing what would be the cést to the 


world, if the Steel isin weer 2 did 
net exist. 

Te is true that the company’s for- 
eign trade is oily about one-sixth of | 
its domestic trade. ¢But the five-sixths 
of its domestic trade was the founda- 
tion of a foreign trade greater than 
its own, and of nearly incalculable 
weight {n the world’s affairs, as well 
as the nation’s.’ The constituent com- 
panies of the “trust” could not in- 
dividually have taken its Position in 
‘the trade. .The country’s domestic 
and foreign trade would both have’ 
suffered more than the company’s 
profits if they had not been made. 
They are proportioned not to the capi- 
tal, but to the tons delivered. The 
nominal capital fixes the rate of divi- 
‘dend, but not its amount. The amount 
fs fixed by the actual capital at the 
service of those using the facilities.

$76, at the furnage. The movement 
in. iron has possessed some features of 
a@ runaway market. In steel, the report 
of demand in excess of the ability or 
willingness of the mills“to sell for the 
period desired has become prosaic.”

WASTE MATERIAL MEN. 


Thrift Shown In the Greater Use of 
Secondhand Stuff. 
Gratifying progress in turning to ac- 
count the country’s supplies of old and 
cast-off merchandise’ was reported yes- 
terday at the annual convention of the 
National Association of Waste Material 


‘Dealers heid at the Hotel Astor. Short- 


ly after the start of the Eyropean war 
the members of the association began a 
systematic campaign in all sections of 
the United States, having for its object 
the using in industry of second hand 
materials. 

According to President Louis Birken- 
stein, who presided at yesterday's meet- 
ing, the campaign resulted in a‘ big 
clean-up of old paper, rags, metals, and 
rubber, all of which had either been re- 
manufactured or put to some new use. 


The high price of cotton and the scar- 
city of wool had jumped the value of 
rags, and brought out aay se npc locked 
up in individual homes for yea: 

‘The -war,’’ he added, ‘“ peg ‘taught 
the American people as a whole to be 
er saving - their. waste caiioriadn. 

The ‘higher mm ces paid for waste goo 
encouraged householders and imanufac- 
turers to come into the market with 
such supplies, and this has enaoled our 
association to ather and distribute 
merchandise of this kind where it could 
be made of commercial value.in the in- 
dustries. The habit of thrift thus incul- 
cated in our country should be of bene- 
fit in the future to all the people.” 

The business session in the morning 
was attended by 150 waste material men 
from all parts of the country. President 
Birkenstein reviewed conditions in _ the 
trade, which he maar | as good. Fol- 
lowing reports by the Chairmen of the 
various d ey Y, dtitiated with the as- 
sociation R. Cunningham, Chairman 
of the Clnasification Committee, told 
what had been accomplished. the past 
year in getting lower classifications on 
merchandise from the railroads.
